DEFENCES OF HONGKONG. 
To the Editor of the \Cuuxa Mam?! 
. Hongkong, Jan, 31st. 

§m,—With reforence to the question. of 
dofences, recently raised by the action of 
the-Hon. T. Jaekson in the Couneil, I beg 
to draw your attention to your leaderette 
in the isaue of the 29th instant. in which it 
ia said: ‘It ia very eatisfactory’ to know 
that the local Governmont has received 
within the Inst few days a telegram from 
home stating that new guns are being pro- 
vided for Hongkong at a ‘cust of no less 
than £80,000, ‘These ore the heavy guns 
which the 40-pounders now being placed in 
the Tiy-ve-maoh Pass are merely, intended 
to supploment.’ - 
~ It ia no doubt satisfuetory to know that, 
the Homo -Govornmont,—though only at 
the eleventh hour and under the preswre 
of angered public opinion, —has doubled 
the atwount far armament, Bat there is 
something more than that urgently wanted. 
Mr Jackson atrnck the right key when he 
anid that the defences should bo something 
more than a mere ‘safeguard against sur- 
prise.’ There. is goud'reason to believe 
that the 40 pounders in the Ly-ve-moon 
Pass were aol intended to be supplementary 
to heavy brecch-londing guns, but if press 
sure be brought to bear they doubtless will 
bo made so. 

‘What is really wanted is the expenditure, 
of moremonoy,and therapidexecution ofthe 
worka, This is no timo'to discuss schemes. 
What is proposed is quile insulliciént. 
The provision for armament has now been 
doubled ; that for works must also be large- 
ly increased, © 

The public will have to keep Government 
‘up to the mark’ in this mutter of colonial 
defence just as the process has been found 
to be necessary with regard to the navy, 
and actually acknowledged to be so by ofti- 
cin} apologists. *

question is watched by their hulf-hearted, 
action in Lho enforcement of the Enlistment 
‘Met and the so-called ‘ blockade * of For- 
niosa, parts of a foreign policy which has 
already bronght so much’ trouble and shame 
on England, and anless checked will bring 
yet more.

NEGLECTING TO NOTIFY THE FOsT OFFICE OF 
DEPARTURE OF A STEAMER. 

Tam Lan Sing, master of the Kiang Tye 
Hing hong, appeared on a summons taken 
out by Alfred Lister, Postmaster General, 
charging him with. unlawiully despatching 
the steamer Anton to Hoihow without giv- 
ing intimation to the Postmaster General 
of the despatch of such vessol. - 

Alfred Lister gave evidence to the effect 
that ho was Postmaster CGencral in this 
Colony.
